Massenet’s “Manon,” the opera of 
Thursday afternoon, the first and 
only production to be sung in 
French, gave Lucrezia Bori her sec- 
ond opportunity within three days 
to have a warm-hearted matinee 
@udience shower tributes at her 
dainty feet. For the sweetness of 
her recovered voice and the mag- 
netism of her personality and his- 
trionics were irresistible. 

The audience was prepared to re- 
ceive Bori. The same warmth of 
feeling seemed to prevail as on 
Tuesday afternoon, when she shared 
great honors with Orville Harrold. 
Her first gay appearance foretold 
the excellence of her role; her 
lovely continuance held the audi- 
ence enthralled. Charles Hackett, 
the third of a succession of Ameri- 
can tenors in the present season, 
as Des Grieux, mounted steadily in 
the esteem of the hearers until he 
and Bori were accorded a tremend- 
ous thunder of applause after their 
final duet. 

This is something exquisite and 
appealing in the role of Manon, par- 
ticularly in French, that sults 
Lucrezia Bori. Her gift of rare 
personality loses none of {ts power 
on the operatic stage. Rather, her 
rich-toned voice intensifies it, and 
the - perfect grace she displays 
leaves nothing to be desired. In the 
rolo of a pretty, thoughtless girl, 
and later in her repentant dying 
moments, Miss Bori’s natural “grace 
to the finger-tips” was admirably 
placed. It was thought that her 
Mimi in “La Boheme” was not to 
be surpassed, but her Manon has 
certainly as many merits. 

Voice Enriched. | 

There must have been something 
divine, as Miss Bori firmly believes, 
in the miracle that returned that 
voice, enriched with added beauties 
during the time it was stilled. The 
true tragedy that happened to the 
world when the voice was silenced 
by a bungling surgeon, and the 
great coup of Providence that re- 
turned it to the ken of mortal man 
can only be realized when Miss 
Bori has sung. She sung to Atlanta 
. hearts Thursday afternoon, and At- 
lanta hearts will always account 
her a treasure, . 

Though not so large as crowds 
which have filled the Auditorium 
before the world began to cry hard 
times, the throng Thursday after- 
noon was an ideal matinee audience. 
Jt was sympathetic and demonstra- 
tive, a condition which is good for 
both artist and listener. The singers 
“felt that the audience wanted 


hear them, and the audience believ- 
ed the efforts of the stars intended 
for them.

Industrial F ig ht, 
Declares Schwab 


American Business Leader 
Says Teuton Workers Are 
Outstripping World.

New York, April 28.—Germany, 
through the economy and sacrifices 
of her working people, has settled 
down to real production and is out- 
stripping the United States and 
allied nations in the fight toward 
normalcy, Charles M. Schwab de- 
clared here today in an address be- 
fore the chamber of commerce of 
the state of NewYork. 

“Germany today can put a ton of 
st el in England at a price $20 a ton 
cheaper than England can make it,” 
he said, “and is selling pneumatic 
tools In Detroit.where formerly we 
supplied such machinery to Ger- 
many and sold it cheaper than she 
teuld make it. . 
“The difference is solely a matter 

iabor costs. 

“It is estimated that 5,000,000 are 
out of work in this country. It is 
accordingly of supreme importance 
to the workinman as well as to tHe 
capitalist to restore our prosperity. 


Needs Are Great, 


“Never before was the need for 
production so great, never before 
was such valuable producing ma- 
chinery and facility available, never 
before was there so much _ that 
needed to be done. 

“I have just returned from Eu- 
rope, and I came with renewed ad- 
miration for the courage, the enter- 
prise, the determination displayed 
in Italy, Belgium, France and Eng- 
land. Germany was ahead of all of 
them in production. 

“Is it possible that after having 
won the war, we of the allied na- 
tion. with everything in our hands, 
will allow Germany to win the 
peace through the efforts of her 
labor? 


of 


Must Earn Pay. 


“Labor on the whole can be paid 
only what labor as a whole earns, 
and if some sections of labor exact 
more than their share of the cur- 
ren. produce of the world, other 
sections are going to suffer. I 
understood that our railroads today 
pay to labor over 60 cents out of 
every dollar received. The labor 
cost of making a ton of steel is 85 
cents out of each dollar of total 
cost. 

“Labor costs underlie our railroad 
difficulty. They are ther cause of 
the excessive railroad rates. We 
formerly sold pig iron at a profit 
at about $14 a ton. Today the total 
freight rates involved in making a 
ton of pig iron are more than $14. 

“But the railroads cannot give 
service even at present rates with 
their existing costs. 


Mast Lower Costs. 


“Railroad costs must come down 
and it is in the interests of national 
prosperity that our government, 
acting through the railroad labor 
board and Wery other agency, shall 
reduce railroad wages and bring 
costs down to a living point. 

“The same situation confronts our 
merchant marine. In operating, 
building and repairing ships, labor 
cos'3s are hopelessly high. That this 
is true is shown by the millions of 
tons of shipping now lying idle, 
the greater number of shipyards 
with no work to do, and the hun- 
dreds of thousands of idle shipping 
and shipbuilding workmen. 

“In so far as our people in Ameri- 
ca are prepared to go to work at 
reasonable wages, in so far as we 
are prepared quickly to abandon 
the artificial extravagances of the 
war, will we lay the foundations 
fo> a new prosperity such as we 
have never enjoyed before. 

“This is the route through which 
not merely America but the peo- 
ples of our allies can find their 
way out and triumph in peace as 
they did in war.” 

Darwin P. Kingsley, president of 
tha chamber, delivered an address 
eulogizing Mr. Schwab for his serv- 
ice during the war. 


Germany Failed te Buy. 


Mr. Kingsley said that before 
America entered the world war 
Germany offered Mr. Schwab $100,- 
000,000 if he would break his con- 
tracts with Lord Kitchener. 

“England learned of this,” he 
added, “and countered with an of- 
fer of $150,000,000. Mr. Schwab 
laughed and said that Germany and 
England together tkadn’t money 
enough to make him break faith 
with England. 

Beginning these remarks, Mr. 
Kingsley said Mr. Schwab was 
“flung into the very heart of the 
world war long before our country 


was drawn in.” 

“He was known as a great execu- 
|}tive. He was a. man*who could 
do things. He was at the head of 
a@ great plant which was able to 
turn out weapons and munitions of 
war. 

“England sought his services. He 
responded and in the construction 


|of submarines did the impossible. 


Then Germany’s chief spy in the 
United States called In those days 
an ambassador, tried to block him 
and succeeded in embarrassing 
him.” . 

It was then, Mr. Kingsley sald, 
that Germany “sought to buy him 
in order to stop him.”

Attack by Nelson Wrecks 

Hopes for Solid Party 
Vote on Knox Resolu- 
| tion. 


Washington, April 28.—An _ in- 
formal agreement for a final vote 
next Saturday on the Knox peace 
resolution was reached today by the 
senate. 

The first attack in the senate 
on the Knox resolution came today 
from the republican side, Senator 
Nelson, of Minnesota, chairman of 
the senate judiciary committee, 
characterizing the resolution as 
“unusual, halting, equivocating and 
only aie partial and peacemeal 
work.” His opposition shattered 
hopes of leaders for a solid re- 
publican line-up for adoption of the 
resolution. 

Underwood Speaks. 


Senator Underwood, of Alabama, 
democratic leader, followed Sen- 
ator Nelson in opposition to the 
resoluton. He said it would be 
“the final scene of a great trag- 
edy,” and the ending of the war 
as far as the United States was 
concerned, “and we wil! have wash- 
ed our hands of the transaction.” 

Senator Underwood said he rec- 
ognized that the democratic party 
had been unable to carry out its 
plan for making peace and that 
there had been “a political rev- 
olution” making the republican 
party responsible for making peace. 

“But I can not understand why 
‘tthe party in power seeks to ac- 
complish it in this way.” said Mr. 
Underwood, decrying the plan to 
repeal the war resolution.

Though Allies Formally 
Reject Latest German 
Offer, Country Hopes for 
Further Negotiations. 


DOOR NOT YET CLOSED 
TO FINAL SETTLEMENT 


France Likely to Occupy 


Ruhr District Regardless 
of Pending Discussions. 
French Are Desperate.

Washington, April 28.—The Unit- 


ed States government is proceed- 


ing with.its reparations  discus- 


sions. 


Following the formal British, 
French and Belgian announcements 
Thursday that the actual terms of 
the latest German proffer were un- 
Satisfactory, it was explained on 
high administration authority that 
the question involved was not the 
acceptability of the German term 
themselves but was, rather, wheth- 
ér the German advances constituted 
a basis from which negotiations 
might be carried forward to an 
eventual settlement. 

The next 24 hours, therefore, are 
expected to bring some distinctly 
Clarifying steps in the United 
States-allied maneuvers. Meantime 
the outstanding developments of 
the last 24 hours were three: 

Hughes Meets Diplomats. 

1.—Secretary Hughes conferred 
at the state department with the 
Brifish and Belgian ambassadors 
and the French counselor, Ambas- 
sador Jusserand being out of the 
city. While no official comment 
was obtainable from any of the 
parties, it is assumed the discus- 
sions embraced the next move in 
the problem, following rejection of 
the German terms. 

2.—Cable dispatches covering the 
French foreign office announce- 
ment and Premier Lloyd-George’s 
declaration in commons that the 
German terms were’ unacceptable 
and inadequate were regarded here 
as disposing of the preliminaries. 

3.—That these utterances in al- 
lied capitals had not closed the 
door completely on the possibility 
of continuing negotiations was in- 
dicated in high administration 
quarters here and also suggested in 
cable dispatches from London and 
Paris stating that the latest Ger- 
man note would be considered by 
the allied supreme council meet- 
ing Saturday. In addition, signifi- 
cance might be attached to the 
fact that, while rejecting the Ger- 
man terms perse, most of 
allied govérnments do not speci- 
fically reject the idea of using the 
German advances as a point from 
which to proceed toward a pos- 
sible solution. 


Rejection Expected. 


Formal announcement of allied 
disapproval of the German terms: 
caused no surprise here. As stated 
in these dispatches, the fact that 
many of the provisions would never 
be swallowed by England and 
France was well realized at first 
reading of the note. The question, 
therefore, as now confirmed, has 
not hinged on that point at any 
time since the note arrived at the 
department.

Former Nurse at Wil- 
liams’ Home Denies She 
Made Any Statement 
About Killing of Baby. 


“Please do not use my name {n 
this, for if you. should, then my 
life would be in danger at their 
hands, as I don’t feel any too safe 
as it is!” 

With the publishing of a formal 
denial by Dr. H. F. White, of Craw- 
fordville, that “nigttt- riding” was 
octurring in Taliaferro county and 
hig assertion that “somebody was 
attempting to make a mountain out 
of a molehill,” Governor Hugh M. 
Dorsey Thursday night released for 
publication a letter from a promi- 
nent citizen of the county. This 
communication charges the sheriff 
with failing to take action on the 
alleged brutal mistreatment of ne- 
groes, and makes the above state- 
ment that his life would be in dan- 
ger if his name was exposed. 

Simultaneously, the governor re- 
ferred the communication to the 
state committee on race relations; 
Judge E. T. Shurley and Silicitor- 
General M. L. Felts, of the judicial 
circult, including Taliaferro county, 
with the request that they “take 
charge of the situation and Dring 
these people to justice.” 

Beaten Almost to Death. 

In the letter received by the chief 
executive, the writer tells of the 
“night riders’ going to the house 
of a negro just without the corpo- 
rate limits of Crawfordville, where 
they “pulled a negro from his bed 
naked and beat him almost to death 
—the doctor says his thead was a 
jelly.” No excuse was offered for 
the crime, the letter stated, except 
that on a previous evening, the mob 
was “tick-tacking” the home of an- 
other black nearby, and the negro 
had cursed them. 


the sheriff and town authorities 
“will take no action—they never 
do,” and asks if the governor can 
do anything to relieve. conditions. 
The writer then offered to supply 
officials with names of the mob 
members, asserting that several of 
its members will give all the facts 
to any one. 

“In other words, we have con- 
stantly open violation of the law 
here with nothing done to check it,” 
added the communication.

Evidence on Depoatts.

Attorney H. A. Allen 
counsel for the detective, put up two 
witnesses to account for $6,000 of 
this amount.

testified that he saw Payne 
Camp Gordon a number of times, 
when he was assistant camp ad- 
jutant and accepted and prosecuted 
military prisoners. Payne brought 
more deserters than others except 
Dutton and got $50 for each. He 
thought Payne brought about six 
or eight deserters, for which he 
got the reward in six or seven 
months from early in 1918 until 
November, 1918. 

The witness identified a number 
of receipts given the quartermas- 
ter’s department, with which he 
had no connection, except to ap- 
prove the vouchers on which re- 
wards were paid and receipts 
given. Mr. Black examined the re- 
ceipts, and called attention to four- 
teen issued in October 1918.

"Did you ever find whisky when 
you raided with Payne,” asked Mr. 
Black. 

Only One Success. 

“I oniy found whisky there once, 
and Payne was not along that 
time.” 

Witness said city detectives had 
found whisky in a graphophone and 
Payne was among them, on a raid 
on Nat's place, and the witness 
arrived just afterward. 

“You would be surprised at the 
character of the places and people 
where we get information about 
whisky,” said the witness. “In 65 
per cent of raids we find no liquor.” 

Witness said he raided the “West 
Mitchell street chicken house,” at 
128 West Mitchell street four or 
fives times. 

Payne was along several times, 
hee said, and no whisky was ever 
found. 

Mr. Clay took the witness. Wit- 
ness said they raided all places ree 
ported and named the Capital City 
club, the Kimball house and other 
places, and in 65 per cent of cases 
found no whisky. 

“The reputation of the “Chicken 
House” was a blind tiger, but I’m 
inclined to think those who reported 
it to us didn’t know what they 
were talking about. The reputa- 
tion of the place among those who 
frequented it was that of a good 
place to eat, rather than a blind 
tiger,” said the witness. He said 
they started right off after they 
got information about whisky and 
became suspicious if any member 
of the raiding party had to uSe the 
telephone or talk tu any one on the 
way. Payne, he said, didn’t use the 
phone when they started. 

Witness and other government of- 
ficers raided Nat’s place fifteen or 
twenty times in two years, and 
Payne and West were along on 
most occasions. They only found 
liquor once, when the _ witness 
bought a pint. Councilman Harry 
Goodhart was questioning the wit- 
ness. 

Policeman Witness. 


Policeman J. Ri. Collins was 
called to the stand. He testified 
to the good character and efficien- 
cy of Payne. He said he had bor- 
rowed $200 from Payne and knew 
he loaned money to others. 

Grover Tain, city policeman, 
tified he thought Payne was “as 
good an officer as they had.” He 
stated he had borrowed money 
from Payne and he repaid it, to- 
gether with interest. 

Bb. F. Smith, brother-in-law of 
Payne, was next called. He testi- 
fied that long ago Payne “was as 
saving as a young man couid be.” 
Smith said that: in 1919 he et- 
trusted Payne with $500, at. a later 
date $500, and in 1920 he let him 
have $4,000. Then in January, 1921, 
he entrusted to him an additional 
$500—all this money, he said, was 
for the purpose of building a home 
in which they could all live to- 
gether, Payne being a _ bachelor

Iie explained that the reason he 
gave this money to Payne to Keep 
was because he did no banking in

On cross-examination Mr. Black 
asked him if he took a receipt for 
the money turned over to Payne. 
Smith said he did not. It was all 
done through his wife, he stated.

On redirect examination Mr. 
Smith testified that his brother-in- 
law had traded extensively in auto- 
mobiles from which he made a 
profit.

Witness said he had search- 
ed and found no federal indictment 
against Nat McWhorter and found 
that Payne secured indictments in 
14° cases of liquor violations in 
1$20 and part of 1921.

Declaring 


Colonel Bugg in Error, Is Made Public by Labor Offi- 
clals—To Seek Further Conference. | 


That Colonel B. L. Bugg, receiver 
of the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic railroad has violated the terms 
of the Transportation Act in reduc- 
ing’ wages of employees of the road, 
is the statement made by Senator 
Albert T. Cummins, co-author of the 
Iisch-Cummins Transportation Act of 
congress as enacted in February, 
1920. in a letter just received by F. 
A. Burgess, assistant grand chief 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
engineers, who has been called into 
tne matter in an advisory capacity. 

Val Fitzpatrick, vice «president, 
Brotherhood of Railroad. Trainmen, 
announced Wednesday that he would 
seék to secure a fufther conference 
with Colonel Bugg, and attempt to 
have the disagreement between the 
road and the employees amicably 
settled along the lines as suggested 
by Senator Cummins. 


The verbatim correspondence be- 
tween Mr. Burgess and Senator Cum- 
mins is herewith published: 


wR. BURGESS’ LETTER TO SENA- 
TOR CUMMINS. 


Washington, D. C., 
April 19, 1921. 
My Dear Senator: 
Will you Kindly give the writ- 
er a written’ opinion as to the 
intent of ‘congress when they 
enacted the Transportation Law 
of 1920, particularly the lan- 

Suage found in section 301, read- 

ing in part as follows: 

“It shall) be referred by the 
* Parties thereto to the board, 
which under the provisions of 
this title is AUTHORIZED to 
hear and DECIDE such _  dis- 
putes.” 

As has been explained orally 
to you, the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic railway posted a 
notice on December 29. 1920, 
that a substantial reduction in 
wages would be effective as of 
February 1, 1921. After several 
conferences with employees af- 
fected by said notice a dispute 
arose within the meaning of 
the Transportation Act; at least 
the labor board recognized said 
dispute as being under their con- 
trol; for on Jahuary. 21, 1921, 
they notified the parties they 
had taken jurisdiction in the 
premises, 

On January 25, 1921, the board 
heard the representatives of the 
parties. Here again the carriers 
recognized the authority of the 
board. On January 27, 1921, the 
board passed the following reso- 
lution: 

“That no change of any kind 
in the rates of pay of this car- 
rier’ shall be made except by 
agreement between the parties 
‘until the dispute is heard and 
opportunity given for the board 
to decide.” 

On February 1 a further con- 
ference between the carrier and 
employees took place relative 
to the matter. A continued or 
rehearing before the board on 
February 10, 1921, followed, 
which resulted in quoted deéeci- 
sion: 

“Decision—In view of the fact 
that the record clearly shows 
that no conference has been had 
between the parties with refer- 
ence to the justness or reason- 
ableness of the «wages fixed by 
Decision No. 2+ of this board, 
the board Woes not deem it nec- 
essary to decide to what ex- 
tent, if at all, a carrier's finan- 
cial condition is a factor in the 
determination of just and rea- 
sonable wages.to be paid by 
such carrier. 

“In the judgment of this board 
the conferences heretofore held 
do not constitute a compliance 
with section 301 of the Trans- 
portation Act. for the reason 
that no conference has been had 
between the parties with refer- 
ence to the jusitness and reason- 
ableness of the present wages. 

It is the decisitn of the board 
that it is without jurisdiction 
to determine the present dispute 
until section 301 has been com- 
plied with by conference of the 
parties, the subject matter of 
which conference shall be wheth- 
er the present Wages are just 
and reasonable. 

The Board further decides that 
further consideration of this dis- 
pute be deferred until it shall be 
made to appear that the parties 
have conferred and disagreed on 
the question of whether present 
wages are just and reasonable, 
based on the relevant circum- 
stances as required: by the Trans- 
portation Act, 1920, or until par- 
ties have refused to enter into 
conference on the said question. 

The road was then placed un- 
der the jurisdiction of the court 
who appointed a receiver and au- 
thorized the reduction of wages 
sought by the Carrier, On March 
°*? the undersigned was drawn 
into the matter in an advisory 
capacity. 

On March 25, 1921, the follow- 
ing questions were propounded 
in writing to the United States 
Labor Board, to which they have 
as yet made no reply: 

1. Does the United 
Railroad Labor Board claim or 
disclaim jurisdiction in the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
Railroad matter? 

® That if the Board declines 
to answer said question, will it 
he posible for them to state the 
reason? 

3. Will it be possible for the 
Board to answer whemMer they, 
have jurisdiction over. carriers’ 
that have been placed under the 
jurisdiction of the court’ Re- 
ceivership? 

For the reasons stated herein, 
together with a keen desire to 
have the matter amicably ad- 
justed, I called on the Receiver 
and submitted orally the follow- 
ing proposition: 

1. Reinstate all the men that 
withdrew from the service. 

2. Pay the wages as designat- 
ed by the court in U. 8S. cur- 
rency and give receiver's certifi- 
eate for the difference between 
that amount and the amount de- 
cided by the board until! such 
time, as the question of a read- 
justment of wages should take 
place either by the Board or 
through Congressional action, 

This the Receiver declined to 
do snd as a consequence | 
thought it was proper to lay the 
whole matter before you. be- 
cause I believe that you thor- 
oughly understood the intent of 
Conwress when the Transporta- 
tion Act was passed. 

I would thank you very much 
indeed for an expression as to: 


1. Whether a Receiver of a 
property is not bound by the 
terms of the Act in the same de- 
gree as the Manager of a rail- 
road would be?

I wish it understood, in writ- 
ing you, that I do not speak 
from the standpoint of one who 
iS representing an organiza- 
tion, but rather the standpoint 
of an American citizen, very 
anxiaus to do what I can in or- 
der to assist in bringing ground 
a proper spirit of co-operation 
between the Carrier and the 
employee.

SENATOR CUMMINS’ LETTER 


Albert B. Cummins, chairman, 

United State Senate, 

Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce, 

April 21, 1921. 

My Dear Mr. Burgess: 

1 have yours of the 19th in- 
Stant in which you refer to the 
recent Transportation Act and 
ask me three questions. These 
questions I will attempt to an- 
swer. 

1. “Whether a receiver of a 
property is not bound by the 
terms of the Act’in the sane 
degree as the manager of a 
railroad would be.” 

The receiver of a railroad ts 
an officer of the court and is, 
of course, bound toa obey the 
orders and directions of the 
court which appointed him. 
Therefore, your inquiry really 
is: Are the courts of the coun- 
try bound by the terms of the 
Transportation Act? Unques- 
tionably, they are. 


The function of the court is 
to administer the law, and any 
court Which either requires or 
permits a receiver of a rail- 
road to violate the terms of the 
Transportation Act igs unmind- 
ful of its duty. I have no doubt 
whatsoever that a railroad in 
the hands of a receiver is as 
completely controlled by the 
Transportation. Act. as a rail- 
road in the hands: of the board 
of directors of a private cor- 
poration. 

2. “Can either.a receiver or 
a manager violate the terms of 
the Transportation Act and at 
the same time the Act be bind- 
ing upon the employees?” 

It is somewhat difficult 
answer this inquiry without a 
general discussion of the sub- 
ject, and that I cannot attempt 
at this time. The Transporta- 
tion Act binds @éverybody; that 
is to say, it 4s the duty of re- 
ccivers,. managéfs and employ- 
eeS to obey. * Unfortunately, 
there is no sanction in the law, 
Or penalty for disobedience; but 
this omission does not justify 
any person in disregarding it. 

3. “If you feel the proposi- 
tion made to the receiver was 
fair and equitable, will you 
kindly indicate what steps 
might be taken in order to have 
the carrier as well as the. em- 
Ployees obey the law. If you 
do not think the _ proposition 
made to the receiver was rea- 
sonable and fair, I would be 
pleased to have a suggestion 
from you.” 

In order to make myself clear 
in replying to this question, I 
will recite what I understand 
to be the situation. During the 
latter part of the year 1920, or 
during the early part of the 
year 1921, a dispute arose. hbe- 
tween the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic Ry. and jts em- 
ployees respecting a proposed 
reduction in wages, and this 
dispute was one over which 
the Railroad Labor Board had 
jurisdiction, under the law and 
actually assumed that jurisdic- 
tion. 


My view of the Transporta- 
tion Act is that under such cir- 
cumstances the railroads must 
continue to pay the established 
wages at the time the dispute 
arose until the labor board de- 
cides the dispute. I have been 
advised that the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic railway 
claim that. it hag 26¢ se 
money to pay these wages; and 
of course if it had not the 
money it could not pay. 

You state that you made a 
proposition to the manager or 
receiver as follows: 

“Pay the wages as designat- 
ed by the court in United States 
currency and give receiver's 
certificates for the difference 
between that amount and the 
amount decided by the board 
until such time as question of 
a readjustment of wages should 
take place either by the board 
or through congressional ac- 
tion.” 

I know

nothing about any 
suggested congressional action, 
nor do I believe that any such 
action is contemplated, but un- 
der the circumstances which 
have been stated to me I be- 
lieve it was the duty of the re- 
ceiver to keep the men in his 
employ, to pay them the wages 
prevailing at the time the dis- 
pute arose, and if he was un- 
able to secure the money with 
which to make these payments 
then to give the men receiver's 
certificates or other forms of 
obligations for the deficiency; 
this arrangement to continue 
until the decision of the labor 
board. It is obvious, of course, 
that the men cannot be com- 
nelled to receive anything but 
money for their compensation, 
but if they were willing to ac- 
oept the obligations of the com- 
pany or of the receiver mani- 
festiy the receiver should have 
accepted their offer. 


The chief purpose of _ this 
part of the Transportation Act 
Was to prevent the interrup- 
tion of transportation, and that 
can only be done by preserving 
an existing status until the la- 
bor board passes upon any dis- 
pute which may arise between 
the railroad companies or their 
receivers and the men employed 
to operate the properties.

Probing Alleged Murder. 


Federal and state officials Thurs- 
day afternoon were investigating 
the alleged murder of a negro either 
in Newton or Jasper counties. Re- 
ports of the case were made to Dis- 
trict Attorney Hooper Alexander, 
Who issued the following statement: 

“Information hus reached me 
tending to indicate the commission 
of a singUWlarly brutal and atrocious 
murder somewhere between Coving- 
ton and Machen.

;Hampton Roads, Va.. April 28.— 
The United States seeks no terri- 
tory, no payment and no tribute, 
President Harding today told the 
officers of the Atlantic fleet on the 
quarter deck of the flagship Penn- 
Sylvania here, but, he said, “this 
country seeks that which is right- 
Cously its'own. and by the eternals 
We mean to h2ave it.” 

“Officers of the navy, I bid you 
You make ours the most efficient, 
Conscientious and effective navy in 
the world,” thepresjdent said, “and 
I pledge you, in return, the con- 
science and confidence of 110,000,000 
people.” 

The fleet, bringing back a new 
record of accomplishment from its 
gouthern drilling grounds, passed in 
‘Beremonial review before President 
Harding today as it entered home 
waters in Hampton Roads. 

Message of Peace. 

The president had for his piat- 
form «a spot directly beneath the 
muzzles of the three 14-inch rifles 
in the super-dreadnaught’s after 
turret. His was a message of peacc, 
delivered from almost the same spot 
where President Wilson made his 
much-discussed war address to the 
fleet at nearby Yorktown soon aft- 
or the United States entered the 
world war. 

Declaring that it was his wish 
that the navy might never again 
fire a gun im war, Mr. Harding told 
the officers that he believed if all 
the nations on earth were impelicd 
by the same motives as actuated the 
Lnited States, “this world would be 
ut peace forever, starting from to- 
Gay.’

,without honor,’ he said. “I would 
not want peace without the con- 
sciousness that America was doing 
right and protecting its citizenship 
in the most effective way.”

TARIFF AND TAXES 
AT ATLANTIC CITY 


Atlantic City, N. J., April 28.—The 
probiem of taxation and tariff fac- 
ing American business were dis- 
cussed today by.the leading business 
men and financiers in the annual 
convention of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Special tariff tegisiation to assure 
the United States “commercial pros- 
perity,” was urged by Judge Marion 
Devries, of the United States cus- 
toms court of appeals. 

“The government must arm and 
equip its ‘administrative forces,” he 
said. “with every possible instru- 
mentality of commercial defense and 
exchange. We should not be mis- 
led by sentiments of brotherly tove 
and internationai liberality.” 

Condemning the present tariff val- 
uation bases, Judge Devries urged 
a special duty to meet our trade re- 
quirements. 

“A, special duty alone,” he said, 
“fixed upon a floating basis accord- 
ing to the valuation of sales prices 
Or costs of production, a duty which 
rises and falls, contracts and ex- 
pands, will at all times in all emer- 
géncies together with the duties, 
otherwise by law provided, exactly 
measure and meet our trade require- 
ments, and, at the same time, equal- 
ize in our markets the comparative 
value of the goods of all other na- 
tions therein competing.”

NAVY MONEY BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Washington, April 28.—With 
every amendment relating to dis- 
armament thrown out, the naval! 
appropriation bill carrying a total 
of $396,000,000 was passed today by 
the house 212 to 15. There was 
not enough opposition to demand 
a record vote. 

Immediately after the measure 
was made ready for the senate the 
army appropriation bill, carrying 
$351.000,000 passed last session but 
vetoed, was taken up. The navy 
bill went through the house in the 
same form as originally passed, but 
there were indications of a fight on 
the army budget because of an in- 
crease in the enlisted force from 
15°,090 to 168,000. 

A parliamentary trick play and a 
quick move by Representative 
Walsh, republican, Massachusetts, 
in the chair, cut off two hours of 
debate on an amendment by RKRep- 
resentative Connolly, democrat, 


Texas, providing that no part of the 
appropriation for warship Duilding 
should be expended until the presi- 
dent had called an international 
disarmament conference. Seeing 
the tangle over time for debate, the 
amendment was put to a vote and 
defeated in averitable shout of 
noes. 


Clash of Day. 

But it did not stop the friends 
of postponing hearings by the for- 
sented the same question in a dif- 
ferent textual dress, and almost as 
fast as presented they were ruled 
out on points of order. 

The clash of the day was precip!- 
tated by Representative Byrnes, 
democrat, South Carolina, who 
sought to ascertain the real cause 
of postponing hearings by the for- 
eign affairs committee on a dis- 
armament resolution and at which 
Secretary Hughes had been invited 
to outline the views of the Harding 
administration. Mr. Byrnes did not 
get very far with his inquiry.

Mr. Mondell insisted that the Mc- 
Connery amendment was in no

chievous” and retard, rather than 
aid in the reduction of military 
and naval expenditure. 

Asked pointedly by Mr. Flood 
why he did not bring the Brooks 
resolution to a vote months ago, 
Mr. Mondell declared he did not 
regard its passage as wise. 

“The republicans are delaying 
consideration today in the face of 
committee action and the country 
holds you responsible,” Mr. Flood 
retaliated. 

Most of the democrats who fought 
for inclusion of the disarmament 
proposals stood up, however, and 
voted for the bill.
